IT.— 
W hiskerless Senators will be as rare 
in Washington as harmony in Okla­ 
homa republican conventions, with­ 
in a year or two, if Senator Kenyon, 
of iowa succeeds in gering through 
a bill he has introduced requiring 
Senators henceforth to pay for their 
shaves, haircuts, shines and baths, 
which from time immemorial have 
been furnished free by a prodigal 
government. 


Senator Kenyon estimates that with 
the abolishment of free baths alone, 
the government will annually save 
*120,000. Senate baths have accessor­ 
ies for free massage, (whatever that 
is) and these, too, will disappear if 
the Kenyon bill passes. The Iowa 
Senator does not stop with these econ 
omies, for in another bill he proposes 
to reduce the allowance for mileage 
from 20 to IO cents a mile.
